Mark D. Eagleton, president of 
the St. Louis Board of Police! 
Commissioners, announced his res- 
ignation today in a culmination of 
the long fight over the unioniza- 
tion of members of the St. Louls 
Police Department, . 

Eagleton said he was resigning 
because Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
had expressed the view that no 
person that belongs to the police 
union should be promoted, 

Eagieton's resignation came 
after a three and one-half hour 
conference at Jefferson City today 
between Gov, Donnelly and other 
members of the police board, 

To Sign Pay Rise Bill, 

The governor said he would 
Sign a bill creating the new rank 
of corporal and providing pay in 
ereases for all department mem- 
hers. The bill was passed by the 
Legislature June 28, and has been 
awaiting final action while the 
matter of the police union was 
threshed out, 

The three other members of the 
police board, T. H,. Cobbs, B. L.. 
Liberman and F. Ll. George, have 
aupported Gov. Donnelly's position 
that membera of the police depart- 
ment should not be permitted to 
join a union. 

In announcing his resignation, 
Eagleton said, “Il dissent frem 
that view, and in the interests of 
further harmony on the board and 
in fairness to the Governor I am 
tendering my resignation, The 
Governor said he would accept it. 

“The Governor could not have 
anticipated my position in this 
matter when he appointed me 
president.” 

Governor's Position. 

Gov. Donnelly told reporters, “I 
take. the..peaition that the mem- 
bers of the police union have de- 
fied meYand the police board, and 
ahould t be advanced.” He said 
he had had no opportunity to con 
wider a successor to Eagleton. 

Liberman reported that the view 
of the other three members of 
the board was that a 10-day period 
should be named during which 
members of the police department 
should be permitted to withdraw 
from the union without prejudice, 
If they do not resign, he indicated, 
they should not be promoted, 

He said that as far as the board 
knew, there were 431 members of 
the police department who were 
union members last Dec. 6. The 
board will meet here tomorrow 
for further consideration of the 
matter. 

The bill which Gov. Donnelly 
paid he would sign provides for 
204 corporals in the St. Louis 
police department, four new cap- 
tains and nine new lieutenantn. 
Balary increases provided total 
about 533,000 a year.

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WASHINGTON, Aug. 16—The 
cost-plus-percentage-of-cost con- 
tract, source of many World War 
I scandals, was revived in several 
subcontracts in World War II, 
with the result that in one in- 
stance more than $6,000,000 was 
recovered from an aircraft manu- 
facturer after an audit by the 
General Accounting Office, 

The manufacturer was the 
Baltimore, 
Md., which in constructing and 
equipping a giant bomber plant 
at Middle River, Md.,, entered into 
cost-plus-percentage-of-cost agree- 
ments with several subcontrac- 
tora, These payments had been 
allowed by the Army Air Forces, 
but were thrown out by GAO be- 
cause Congress, in 1040, had en-

acted legislation barring cost-plus- 
percentage contracts, 

The amount recovered from the 
Martin company was $6,314,571, 
representing the total paid under 
the subcontracts. In this ruling 
Comptroller General Lindsay C. 
Warren followed the stern inter- 
pretation he had made in an ear- 
lier case on a much smaller claim 
that the cost-plus-percentage-of- 
cost contract was illegal, and the 
Government could not pay any 
part of it, whatever benefits it 
had derived from performance of 
the contract, 

The earlier claim was made by 
Day and Zimmermann, Inc. 
which sought reimbursement from 
the Government for $150,194 paid 
to a subcontractor who installed 
equipment in the Iowa Ordnance 
Works at Burlington, Ia, When 
this claim was disallowed, Day and

“I want to pro- 
tect our election officials in every 
way possible,” Ramacciotti said, 

The report showed that Herbert 
Hahn, a Democratic § election 
judge at a polling place at 4000 
Shaw boulevard, observed Edward 
F, Gerwitz, 3955 Shaw pasaing out 
sample ballots closer to the polls 
than the legal 100-foot limit. 

Griffin told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he would present the matter 
to the Cireult Court grand jury 
when it convenes next month, 

Hahn walked outside and told 
Gerwitz to move away, the report 
continued, and then re-entered the 
polling place. A few minutes later 
he observed Gerwitz outside the 
door, the report said, and Hahn 
again directed Gerwitz to move. 
Gerwitz hit Hahn and knocked 
him down, the report asserted, 

Gerwitz is scheduled to appear 
in Police Court tomorrow on a 
charge of individual peace disturb- 
ance,

PARIS, Aug. 16 (AP)—The Rus- 
sian delegation tossed the mak- 
ings of a new fight between weat- 
ern and eastern powers into the 
peace conference today and the 
New Zealand delegate, W. J. Jor- 
dan, in an outburat of temper, 


-<eee| denounced the Russians for “this 
blasted old rot.” 

‘Let's do something,” Jordan 
shouted in exasperation at long 
speeches and delays after listen- 
ing to an argument by Soviet 
Delegate Andrei Y. Vishinsky, 
“Here we sit listening to quack, 
quack, quack, hour after hour. We 
are sick of it.” 

Vishinsky insisted in an organi- 
gational meeting of the political 
and territorial commission on Ro- 
mania that only nations actually 
at war with the former enemy 
states should vote in the commis- 
sions drafting recommendations 
for the five peace treaties, The 
vote of France thus wquld be 
eliminated from the commission 
on Romania, 

Same Issue in Finland Group. 

In a meeting of the commission 
on Finland, Soviet Delegate N, V. 
Novikov raised the same point, 
which would eliminate the votes 
of the United States and France. 

Presumably the Russians 
planned to raise the same ques- 
tions in the commissions for Italy, 
Bulgaria and Hungary 

Despite Jordan's hot retort. 
Vishinsky insisted an his point 
and the matter was left for fu 
ture action. In the commission on 
Finland, Novikov drew a quick 
reply from Hector McNell of Brit- 
ain that “m overnment. could 
not ntcept | oviet view on this 
matter." In the Finnish commis 
sion, too, the Soviet declaration 
was entered in the minutes with- 
out further action, 

After Jordan's outburst, Vishin- 
sky said he would ignore “the 
harsh words” of the “tempermen- 
tal delegate from New Zealand,” 
but insisted “we shall never sub- 
mit to angry worda,” 

Denunciation by Jordan. 

Jordan was so perturned that 
his voice broke as he uttered the 
words “this blasted old rot,” fol- 
lowing a speech by Vishinsky ar- 
wuing that only those countries 
which actually were at war with 
Romania should have a vote on 
the commission, 

“Let's get on with the blasted 
conference,” Jordan cried. “Let's 
do something. Get a president in 
the chair and let's get on with 
our work, That's what people ex- 
pect us to do,” 

He said the commission had 
met at 10 a, m, “and here it is 
11 o'clock and we've gotten no- 
where. We haven't even got a 
chairman.” He begged the tempo- 
rary chairman to take matters 
into his hands and force the or- 
ganization of the committee to 
proceed, 

The American representative on 
the commission, Benjamin V, Co- 
hen, asserted that Vishinsky was 
out of order in bringing. up the 
question of the composition of the 
commission. He said the United 
States saw no reason why France 
should not be a full member, 

"We should proceed with the 
organization of the commission,” 
Cohen said,

(The United Press reported 
that a War Assets Administra- 
tion official told the committee 
that more than 75 per cent of

St. Louts beer drinkers, who are 
having troubles enough in finding 
nufficient quantities of their fav. 
orite beverage, learned today that 
the price of draught and bottled 
beer sold in bars, taverna and 
other drinking establishments has 
been boosted 1 to 2 cents. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
dion announced today an increase 
of 1 cent in the price ceilings for 
draught bper in ginasses of elght 
ounces or more and for bottled or 
canned beer in containers of seven 
to 12 ounces, 

Beer sold in 32-ounce bottles 
was boosted 2 cents. 

In explaining the higher ceil- 
ings, the OPA said drinking eas- 
tablishments which depend almost 
entirely on beer sales are auffer- 
ing hardships because of limited 
supplies, a recent increase in 
brewers’ ceilings and an adjusted 
freight rise passed on to the beer 
dispensers, 

Prices of bottled beer sold tn 
retail stores were not affected by 
today's order, as ceilings for beer 
sold in these atores were § in- 
creased, effective July 29, 1 cent 
on a 12-ounce bottle and 2 cents 
on a quart, 

The new ceiling Is based on the 
price which the sellers obtained 
for thelr beer from April 4 to 
10, 1943.

BRITISH. SENTENCE 
18 JEWS TO DEATH 


JERUSALEM, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
Fighteen young Jewish men were 
eentenced to death and = four 
' young Jewish women to life im- 
prisonment by a British court to- 
day for a night bomb raid on 
the Haifa railway shops several 
weeks ago. 

After pronouncement of the 
sentences the defendants sang 
the “Hatikvah,” the Jewish hymn 
of nationalism. 

The 22 were captured at a road 
block which troops established a 
few minutes after the raid at 
Haifa, several wee's ago. The de- 
fendants were accused of belong. 
ing to the outlawed Stern gang, 
Jewish underground group. 

Fleeing in a truck, the defend- 
ants encountered the road block, 
smashed! into a Bren gun and 
_opened fire. Soldiers returned fire 
and several of the defendants’ 
companions were killed, Others 
were wounded. 

The workshops were bombed 
during a week of terror in which 
eight bridges were biasted, a 
train was wrecked and five Brit- 
ish officers were kidnapped in Tel 
Aviv. 

Meanwhile, Palestine faced the 
threat of a non-co-operation strike 

by Jews protesting the deporta- 
tion of illegal immigrants. 

Vand Leumi (the National 
Council for Palestine Jews) an- 

nounced that the first stage of its 
non-co-operation program would 
begin Sunday and stood pat on tis 
decision to atart the atrike deapite 
hints from the Jewish agency 
that had not been consulted. 

Reports from Tel Aviv said 
approximately 200 illegal Jewish 
immigrants had Ianded in that 
aren during the night and dis- 
appeared before they could be 
apprehended.

UAW TO SEEK CHRYSLER, 
OTHER AUTO WAGE RISES 


To Reopen Contracts 


Oct. 16 at All Plants 


Possible—-CIO Demands Government 
Halt Inflation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)- 


The CIO United Auto Workers’ 
executive, board announced today 
it will reopen its wage agreement 
Oct. 16 at Chrysler Corp. and any 
other companies where contract 
provisions permit. 

UAW President Walter Reuther 
said that 50 to 60 per cent of the 
auto workers’ 850,000 members are 
under contracta which could be 
re-opened on 30 to 60 days’ 
notice. 

Reuther told a preas conference 
after a session of the executive 
board that the next 60 days will 
be used to evaluate Government 
efforts to hold back inflation, The 
extent of any wage demands will 
depend on that study, 

Reuther explained this does not 
mean a wave of wage demands. 
He expressed the hope that such 
a development would not be neces. 
sary and that the Government, 
instead, could control the situa- 
tion, Hle said the whole issue de 
pended on what the Decontrol 
Board, OPA and the Agriculture 
Department do to eontrol prices. 

10 Leaders See Officials. 

Reuther and other CIO leaders 
conferred today with Reconver- 
sion Director John R, Steelman, 
OPA Administrator Paul Porter, 
and Secretary of Agriculture An. 
derson to outline the ClO's policy 
On wages and prices. 

Allan 8. Haywood, CIO vice 
president, told reporters after a 
meeting with Steelman: 

“We gave him a very. frank 
warning that our unions will have 
to insist on new wage increases 
as s00n, AS Our contracts permit 
unless prices are placed under a 
much firmer control, 

“We told him we would have 
to seek redress if the Government 
continues to let living costa go up. 
We insisted on real price control 
Instead of just fooling the people 
with what we have now.” 

Steelman's office declined com- 
ment, 

Haywood said his group left 
with Steelman documents contain- 
ing CIO’s insistence that the Gov- 
ernment call a new labor-manage. 
ment conference “with the dele- 
gates to be kept in sesafon con- 
tinuously until they work out 
some strong and sensible form 
of inflation control.” 

Auto Union's Position, 

The UAW executive board state- 
ment said “the continued failure 
of Government to roll prices back 
and hold therm down compels us 
to exercise our option to reopen 
our wage contracts in order to 
protect our living standards,” 


Reuther explained that the ex- 
ecutive board's move had been 
taken after consultation with other 
CIO leaders and “does not con- 
flict with CIO policy.” He pointed 
out that some other CIO unions, 
such as the Packing House Work- 
ers and Rubber Workers, have 
taken steps toward wage nego- 
tiations, 

The Chrysler unit of UAW, 
which already had Indicated it 
would ask for cost of living wage 
increases, was not specifically con- 
sulted, but Reuther said Norman 
Mathews, the union's Chrysler di- 
rector, is in “complete agreement” 
with the board's stand, 

The Wage Stabilization Board, 
in a letter to the Price Decontrol 
Board two days ago, estimated 
that living costa may have risen 
another 7 per cent above the 33 
per cent ostimated last fall since 
January 1941. 

Not Against Chrysler Only, 

Today's action “doe# not mean 
we. will proceed against Chrysler 
only,” “Reuther said. “It doesn’t 
mean anything except that we 
will make a atudy for 60 days.” 

“In taking this step now,” the 
board's statement said, “we serve 
notice upon Government and in 
dustry that our further wage ac- 
tion shall be determined after a 
careful evaluation of the relation 
between prices and wages exiat- 
ing at the end of the 60-day period 
from the date of our wage reop- 
ening notification to the Chrysler 
Corp. 

“If the Price Decontrol Board, 
the Office of Price Administration 
and the Secretary of Agriculture 
have not taken vigorous steps to 
restore effective price control on 
food, clothing and other basic 
necessities, we shall demand ad- 
justments in our wage atructure 
necessary to compensate for in- 
creases in the cost of living.” 

The executive board also anaert- 
ed that “consumer action and po- 
litical action must be linked to- 
gether in the fight against infla- 
tion.” 

“To keep our ice boxes filled 
with food, we must see that our 
ballot boxes are filled with votes.” 


The plan presented by CIO 
President Philip Murray and rati- 
fied by CIO leaders yesterday calls 
for a roll-back of prices to July 1 
levels with a return of food sub- 
sidies, end a rivision of Wage 
Stabilization Board standards. 

Murray contended that WSB 
has held pay increases rigidly to a 
fixed line while OPA has allowed 
wave after wave of price increases 
to. go into effect.

Labor Bureau Index, 
Whi¢h Includes Indus- 
trial Goods, Shows 1.7 
Pct.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)-— 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported yesterday that food prices 
in wholesale markets were 27 per 
cont higher in the week ended 
Aug. 10 than at the end of June. 

The wholesale price index on 
Aug. 10 was 127.1 per cent of the 
1926 average, a rise of 1.7 per cent 


from the preceding week. This 
was 4.53 per cent higher than the 
corresponding week of 1937 and 
32 per cent higher than the 
August 1929 level. 

The report did not say what 
part of the increase was due to 
termination of Government subal- 
dies, 

The -Bureau said the index, 
which covers industrial products 
in addition to food, was 12.8 per 
cent higher than before temporary 
suspension of OPA controla July 
1, and 20.5 per cent higher than 
at the end of the war a year ago. 
The rise in the last week re- 
sulted mainly from higher prices 
for agricultural and industrial 
commodities, the Bureau said. 
Farm products, many of which 
still are uncontrolled in price, rose 
3.7 per cent in the week, with ad- 
vances for some livestock, fresh 
fruits and vegetables. Cattle, ewer, 
and wethers and most grains de- 
clined, 

Potato prices increased in most 
markets. Prices on onions were 
higher, and lemons and oranges de 
creased, Cotton quotations rose 
from about 32 cents to 34 cents a 
pound-—a rise of & per cent. 

On the average, prices of farm 
products. were 15.7 per cent high- 
er than at the end of June and 
26.5 per cent higher than last 
year, Food prices rose 1.2 per 
cent in the week, 

Sharp increases for cotton goods 
and petroleum products were 
chief factors in the advance of 1.5 
per cent on commodities other 
than farm products and foods. 
Building material prices aver- 
aged alightly higher, with in 


creases for brick, cement, wall- 
board and hardware reflecting 
OPA ceiling adjustments, There 
more than offset sharp decreases 
for some paint materials restored 
to OPA control, Soap prices de- 
creased with restoration of OPA 
ceilings,

OPA Raises Retail Ceil- 
ings on Stoves, Radios, 
Washers — Porter Ex- 
plains These Are Re- 
quired by New Law.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
OPA hung a price increase tag of 
“well over $150,000,000 a year” on 
radios, stoves, washers and other 
household items today. 

On top of price boosts ranging 
from 3 to 12 per cent on 20 groups 
of mainly home essentials, the 
agency announced: 

1. An immediate of 
one to two cents for draught 
and bottled beer served in bars, 
restaurants and hotels, 

2. New frice ceilings for wsed 
automobiles made this year or 
in 1945. 

3. White sidewall tire ceilings 
12.5 per cent higher than maxi. 
mum prices on other tires, 

4. Higher prices for stationery 
and book paper. 

In addition, OPA officiala said 
that ceiling increases for virtually 
ail kinds of building materials 
would be announced soon, as re- 
quired by the new price control 
law. 

In announcing the Increases 
yesterday on a long list of con- 
sumer goods, OPA Administrator 
Paul Porter stressed that they 
were required by new pricing 
etandards “laid down hy Con- 
gress.” 

He was referring to a provision 
of the new act which requires 
OPA to restore denler profit mar- 
gins to the level of last March 31, 

Porter's Comment. 

Commenting on today's 
and on other recent 
Porter said: 

“There appears to be some mis- 
apprehension in the minds of the 
public that these increases are be- 
ing granted at OPA's discretion. 
This is not the case. The public 
should understand that these in- 
creases are necessary to comply 
with the law and that we are re- 
quired to take these actions with. 
in 30 daya after the enactment of 
the law July 25.” 

Porter said he wanted to empha- 
size that “OPA has not changed 
its policy of establishing ceiling 
prices based only on requirements 
of law or for bona fide supply 
reasons.” 

He added that OPA will follow 
the standards laid down by Con- 
gress “in such a manner ag to af- 
ford the maximum protection to 
the buying public that is possible 
under these standards.” 

Porter said OPA expects that to- 
day's increases will be the last in 
the consumer goods field, except 
for refrirerators. 

Price boosts cover virtually the 
entire field of so-called consumer 
durable goods, except refrigera- 
tocs.’ Prices on those will be in- 
creased about 2.5 per cent soon, 

Detailed Price Increases, 
Here are average retail increas 

es that will go into effect as soon 
ax dealers receive new shipments: 

Radios and electric phonographs, 
3 per cent; washing machines, 7 
per cent; vacuum cleaners, 7 per 
cent; amall electricals appliances, 
such as toasters, irons, space 
heaters, coffee makers and shav- 
ers, 4 per cent.

Why Beer Goes Up.

OPA attributed these increases 
to a cut in beer production, a re-

The principal point of this policy 
in relation to Russia is that the 
straits should be open at all tinses 
to the transit of warships of Black 
Sea powers. Under the Montreux 
treaty Turkey has the right to 
close the astraita in time of war 
or other danger, 

Hopeful of Solution, 

The queation of how far thia 
government should go in backing 
Turkey's declared opposition § to 
Russia's demands ia known to be 
a matter of considerable concern 
to top officials here. Many are 
hopeful that the whole issue may 
be froned out amicably in nego- 
tiations among the powers. Some, 
however, express bellef that the 
Russians are dead set on obtaining 
military bases in the Dardanelles 
and may be extremely reluctant 
to compromise on anything less, 

There was diplomatic specula-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)- 
President Truman is said to be 
considering elevating O. Max 
Gardner from Under Secretary of 
the Treasury to chairman of the 
new domestic Atomic Control 
Commission. Associates said it ap- 
peara that Gardner now topa the 
list of those mentioned for the 
new post, 

Gardner, @4-year-old lawyer and 
textile manufacturer, was ap- 
pointed this year to the Treasury 
post. A former governor of North 
Carolina, he once served as chalr- 
man of the advisory board of the 
Office of War Mobilization and 
Neconversion, 

Along with Gardner, Truman 
was reported considering the ap- 
pointments of Joseph P. Ken- 
nedy, former ambassador to Great 
Britain; Chairman David EF, Lil- 
jenthal of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, and Dr, Irving Lang 
muir, one of those who aided in 
the development of the atomic 
bomb.

President also is thinking over the 
names of a half dozen other out- 
standing citizens aa possible ap- 
pointees to the five-member com- 
mission and the job of manager 
of ita administrative staff. 

Commission members and the 
manager will receive $15,000 an-

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BRADLEY REPORTS GROWING 


APATHY TOWARD VETERANS 


Says in Radio Address That Former Soldiers 
Still Need Public Support in Re- , 


establishing

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
Gen. Omar Bradley, veterans’ ad- 
ministrator, said Inat night he was 
“shocked by the growing indiffer- 
ence and apathy” of the public to- 
ward all veterans’ problems, 


Speaking over a radio network, 
he agaid that public indifference 
waa becoming evident “in our attl- 
tude toward veterans who want 
education and training, veterans 
trying to start new businesses or 
to buy .farms, veterans seeking 
housing, veterans re-establishing 
themselves in their professions 
and trades.” 

“If wo want each veteran to be- 
come a self-respecting useful citl- 
ven in his community,” Bradley 
aaid, “we must not treat him as 
an outcast.” 

The administrator spoke shortly 
after a press conference in which, 
reviewing the work of the Vet- 
erans’ Administration for the last 
year, he anid that failure of “a 
certain number" of veterans to 
seek jobs while collecting unem- 
ployment compensation is jeopard- 
izing the success of the compensa- 
tion program. 

“Suffering Isn't Over.” 

In hie radio address Hradley 
emphasized the need for public 
aupport of the veteran in his ef- 
forta to re-establish himeelf, as 
nerting that “the pshooting wat 
may be over, but the suffering 
ian't.”’ 

“It ja true,” he aaid, “that we 


have passed generous laws to 
assist them.

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A Phony Free Speech Issue 


The American Civil Liberties Union is a stout 
and jealous guardian of freedom of speech, It, 
has battled for the civil rights of minorities and 
majorities, liberals and reactionaries, and has 
looked into every corner for disregard for the 
Bill of Rights, If now it sees no hovering ghost 
of censorship in Government supervision of ra- 
dio, very likely no ghost is present. } 

Today's Mirror of Public Opinion represents 
the ACLU's anawer to windy talk about censor- 
ing freedom of speech on the air. The wind 
blows hardest from the National Association of 
Broadcasters. The NAB and its president, Justin 
Miller, are struggling vocally against a Federal 
Communications Commission report, Here are 
some of the things Mr. Miller has had to say: 

The report reflects “a philosophy of govern- 
ment control which raises grave questions of 
constitutionality,” as well as “a desire to impose 
artificial and arbitrary controls over what the 
people of this country shall hear,” as well as 
overlooking completely “freedom of speech in 
radio broadcasting.” 

To which the ACLU says, in effect, “Non- 
sense.” It saya of the FCC report, "Freedom of 
speech is not abridged. It is encouraged. The 
standards. fixed provide for more speech, not 
less... They do not prescribe in any way the 
content of programs.” : 

All the FCC has done is to propose rules that 
would encourage more public discussion pro- 
grams on the air, and more programs devoted to 
local talent and concerns, and a few more pro- 
grams that do not carry advertising. These lat- 
ter are “sustaining” programa, and are the real 
bone of contention, 

Sustaining programs may not be better than 
commercial programs, and frequently are worse, 
or at least leas entertaining. But, unlike adver- 
tising programa, they do not have to compete for 
the largest possible audience. So they can be 
devoted to alring public issues, to serving 
minority tastes, and otherwise to enhance the 
exercise of freedom of speech on the air, 

The FCC's critica suggest that it will try to 
determine the content of programs. Since the 
commission actually proposes to regulate only 
the type or character of programs, since it never 
has regulated content, since it is forbidden by 
law to try it and since its critics know all this, 
maybe their criticism really is a guise for some- 
thing else, Are they afraid of loss of revenue? 

Broadcasters, at times, have been caught in 
their own charge of censorship, They have been 
accused of running stations to suit personal or 
political tastes, The NAB itself once opposed 
sale of time for discussion of controversial ia- 
sues, The result was little discussion, That was 
changed only by the strong protest of organized 
labor, which told the FCC that it often was at- 
tacked by highly paid commentators, without 
fair chance to reply. 

Just where is freedom of the air most in 
danger? Inthe FCC? A apecial congressional 
committee investigated the commission's record 
for nearly two years, and upheld it, 

Or is there some danger in the growth of ex- 
cessive commercialism, in the facts that four 
major industries pay for and control most of 
radio's commercial output, that nearly all the 
best listening periods are reserved for salesman- 
ship, that too many broadcasters are more inter- 
ested in serving up advertising plug-uglies than 
in serving the public? 

Repeatediy, this newspaper has defended ad- 
vertising as necessary to the support of Ameri- 
can radio, its excellent entertainment and fine 
news service, But advertising should not in- 
fringe upon radio's license in the public interest, 
It should retreat from offense to public taste, 
or from invasion of broadcast time necessary to 
discussion of public issues. 

A little leas exaggerated devotion to commer- 
cial interest would begome radio, It might pre- 
vent Government intercession, Actually, the 
FCC report representa the commission's first 
real break with timidity, in proposing corrective 
measures. And if these are applied with reason, 
they promise more freedom on the air, If they 
should be misused, there will be recourse to the 
courts and public opinion. 

The present hue and cry over censorship looks 
like a defense of broadcasters’ private interest. 
It defaces the Bill of Rights, and is hollow as a 


vacuum tube, 


The Old Republican Wish 


Truman would be “comparatively easy to 
defeat” in 1948, according to 68 per cent of 
the “grass roots” G;O, P, leaders polled by an 
official party magazine, The words are set to 
the old, old homesick tune for such days aa 
never were since 1928.

roads and that, on the other hand, it would have 
created: some grave new ones, Nevertheless, 
coming as it did at the end of a strained period 
between a President and a Congress, members 
of Congress could have taken offense and is- 
sued dire threats to cram the original bill down 
the President's throat.

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Crop Bounty, Crop Headache 

The record-breaking American wheat and 
corn crops raise a hope that mass starvation 
can be staved off, after which, as grain pro- 
duction builds up in Europe, relief gifts can 
taper off. 

But American farmers cannot easily reduce 
thelr present effort to a lower scale in pace 
with our diminished gifts to the starving. There 
will certainly be renewed surpluses, head- 
aches for farmers, drafts on taxpayers and, 
if the situation gets bad enough, new plow- 
ings-under and new international price wars, 

Yet the world will still need our surplus 
crops. To provide a minimum 2600 calories 
a day for traditional hunger areas, says the 
UN's Food and Agriculture Organization, world 
cereal production needs to step up 21 per 
cent (not including animal feeds), roots and 
tubers 27, fats 34, etc. The sole problem with 
already-existing national surpluses is Ketting 
them sold and paid for, 

The world has heretofore failed that problem 
by plecemeal approach. The point of the 
problem, to be sure, is inability of the poverty- 
stricken nations to pay. As far as our country 
is concerned, it would almost be cheaper to 
give our surplus away than to manage it as 
we have been doing. But we need not give it away, 

If the FAO's international ‘“ever-normal 
granary” is created, we can sell the whole 
surplus for a better net return than we have 
ordinarily had in the past. Furthermore, the 
magic of concerted international action can 
build up the productive capacity to repay us 
liberally in imports, The possibility is stun- 
ning: It is sald that one extra shirt for each 
native of India would eliminate the chronic 
American cotton surplus and leave vast un- 
filled orders. 

In the face of this bright chance, Washing- 
ton is reported cool to the FAO idea, In the 


name of sanity, why?

Wage-Price ABC 


The Government's whole wage stabilization 
program depends on rolling back prices on food 
items exempted until Aug. 20 by a weak-kneed 
Senate, This, in substance, is the statement made 
by Chairman Wirtz and Vice Chairman Garman 
of the Wage Stabilization Board to members of 
the Price Decontrol Board, which is to decide 
the price lasue, 

If anything, the WSB members are guilty of 
an understatement, The most vigorous action 
against price increases possible under the new 
OPA act, plus firm monetary and fiscal meas- 
ures, will be needed if we are to halt the pres- 
ent inflationary trend this side of disaster. 

That trend stalks on two legs—prices and 
wages, Both must be shackled. Premature re- 
moval of wage controls following V-J day gave 
the green signal for wage increases—which have, 
of course, been used as the basis of price in- 
creases, On the whole, however, we have had 
“relative wage stabilization.” 

Wages are the backbone of costs; if wages 
now jump, costs-—and prices-—will follow in all- 
out inflation. A jump in wages is precisely 
what is threatened, Phil Murray, CIO presi- 
dent, says, understandably, that “labor cannot 
continue to participate in a stabilization pro- 
gram in which wages are rolled back while at 
the same time increases in the cost of living be- 
come a daily occurrence.” YWnited Automobile 
Workers Union leaders add that they intend to 
reopen wage contracts and demand new upward 
revisions unless prices are rolled back. Unless 
price controls are reatored on the exempted food 
items, rank-and-file pressure may force upward 
wage revisions no matter what labor union 
leaders thought about it. 

The Price Decontrol Board should face sober 
economic reality and restore controls on cotton- 
seed products, meat, milk and other exempted 
food items, They never should have been ex- 
empted in the first place. |

Broadcasters’ attack on Communications Commission is intemper- 
ate and unjustified, civil liberties group says; FCC has not tried to 
of censor programs; its proposals are meant to protect public interest; 
its duty is clear since industry did not keep promise of reform. 


From a Statement by the American Civil Liberties Union 


The Federal Communications Commila- 
sion, with the report on “Public Service 
Responsibility of Broadcast Licensees,” sets 
forth atandarda of “public interest” which 
it will take into account in the future in 
granting and renewing all radio licenses. 


Those atandarta are: first, that contro- 
versial questions should be fairly dealt with 
from all siden, and adequate time be pro- 
vided for presentation of important public 
questions; second, that local issues and tal- 
ent should be adequately represented in 
radio programs; third, that every station 
should put on a reasonable number of sus- 
taining programa, that is, those not com- 
mercially sponsored, and at desirable lis- 
tening hours; and fourth, that advertising 
excesses ahould be minimized, 

The commission's proposals have been in- 
temperately attacked by leaders of the 
radio industry mainiy on the ground that 
they conatitute censorship. Thia leaflet pre- 
sents the objections raised by the indus- 
try and our anawersa, : 

(1) The industry claims that there ts no 
authority in law for the standards fired by 
the commission, 

The commission {s empowered by act of 
Congress to grant and renew licenses on 
the basia of “public interest, convenience 
and necessity.” The standards fixed mere- 
ly apell out the commisssion's concept of 
the public interest, The authority and ob- 
ligation to do so are clear. 

+ ” + 

(2) The induatry claima that the commis 
sion's firing the proportionate character of 
programa violates the first amendment to 
the Conatitution prohibiting Congress from 
passing any law abridging freedom of 
speech, 

Freedom of apeech is not abridged, It 
is encouraged, The standards fixed pro- 
vide for more speech, not less--and more 
in the public: interest, They do not pre- 
scribe in any way the content of programs, 
and therefore do not interfere with any- 
body's speech. To determine whether pro- 
grams conform to the requirements does 
not involve examining their contents, mere- 
ly their character, 

(3) The standards constitute censorship 
of radio programa, 

Censorship is a big word but the answer 
above should be sufficient. If the commis- 
sion should attempt to pass upon the con- 
tents of programs, it could be resisted in 
the courts under the clear congressional 
proviso that “nothing in the act shall be 
understood or construed to give the com- 
mission the power of censorship over radio 


communications,” : 
+ + + 


(4) The FCC report assumes that the 
number of radio atations ta physicatly lime 
ited by the number of available wave 
lengths, bul the new “frequency modula- 
lion syalem of broadcasting opens up ao 
many new wWave-lengths that selection will 
no longer be necessary, Kverybody desiring 
to yo into broadcasting can get a license, 

This objection is academic. Radio is a 
long way from having unlimited FM wave- 
lengths, and may never have them, But 
even if no selection should then be neces- 
sary nationally, there doubtless would be 
a limited number of wave-lengths available 
in larger communities. 

(5) Facsimile broadcasting of printed 
matter is fast developing, If these stand- 
ards are fixed, the FCC may thus regulate 
the press, Television is developing; that 
may be censored, too 


, 


Nothing In the present report sugpeste 
control of facsimile newspapers or televi- 
sion, The Postoffice Department now re- 
quires a diatribution of reading and ad- 
vertising in second-class and fourth-class 
mail; and there is no more reason to fear 
censorship of facsimile newspapers and 
television than-of second-class or fourth- 
class publications, 

+ + + 

(6) The present system is working well. 

Why change it? 


The present system is not working well, 
as evidenced by the volume of complaints 
of the over-commercialization of radio, 
Congress long ago ordered a study of pub- 
lic service programs with a view to allo- 
cating time in the public interest. It was 
made by the commission. Nothing was 
done in view of the industry's promises to 
accomplish the same ends. The promises 
have not been realised, 


This argument implies that station-own- 
era are more or loss free to operate with- 
out regard to any positive atandards of pub- 
lic interest. The law is clear to the con- 
trary, The commission has never revoked 
a license for failure to live up to general 
standards of public interest. The compara- 
tively few revocationg have all been for 
gross improprieties. 

(7) Many commercially-sponsored pro 
grama are quite as much in the public in- 
terest as non-commercial suataining pro- 
grams. The report falsely assumes that 
sustaining programs are more in the public 
interest, 


It is true that many commercially-spon- 
sored programa are of high character and 
clearly in the public interest, but moat are 
geared to advertisers’ interests, The re- 
quirement that suataining time be in- 
creased, local co-operation encouraged and 
advertising decreased would presumably 
force program managers to take responal- 
bility for improving programas, 

~ * . 

(8) One decision by the FCC prohibtted 
a radio station-owner from expressing his 
personal and editorial opinions concerning 
a political candidate (the Mayflower case), 
Thus the commission has already assumed 
control of program content and may ezx- 
fend if, 

In the case cited* the station owner used 
his license by employing radio “technique” 
to support a particular political candidate 
for office, The commission prohibited this 
because a atation-owner has an unfair ad- 
vantage in expressing his own political 
views, since there is no adequate means for 
reply, The case cited waa an tsolated in- 
stance of gross impropriety and in 1038 the 
industry strongly approved the decision. 


(2) The commission's proposals involve 
future dangers which outweigh any posst- 
ble present advantages, 

It is of course conceivable that any regu- 
lations might be extended in future to a 
censorship of programs, But so could the 
FCC's inherent power of granting and re- 
newing licenses in the “public interest.”

Napoleon, furnishes the detail for this « 
cellent historical romance. She was 
remarkable and interesting woman 
held a specific place in every importan 
family event of the Bonapartes from th 
time they fled Corsica until the death 
the Conqueror, 

Seldom did she play a part in grea 
political or strategic events. More ofte 
she supplied the glamour. Napoleon called 
her his “little pagan” or “the most beaut 
ful woman in Paris,” and the sculpto 
Canova said he “turned her into Vent 
without altering a single line.”

The love life of Pauline provides th 
fictional background of the book. Th 
story moves rapidly from one affair to an 
other,. She waa officially married twie 
first to General Leclere and then Prine 
Camillo, member of the Italian Borgh 
family. 

Hier first marriage was successful, and 
although she longed for Parisian social life 
ahe followed Leclere to Haiti, where she 
distinguished herself with great heroism 
in the war against the natives, Bhe showed 
her mettle also in the plague of yellow 
fever, which killed her husband. A son, 
born of the marriage, died soon after. 

For political reasons she was then mar 
ried to the Prince, who was totally un- 
suited to her. Napoleon himself described 
him as “the capon.” Under such condi- 
tions liaison followed liaison as Pauline 
welcomed and then tossed men aside. 

This was probably because she measured 
her men by her illustrious brother, for 
whose dynamic personality and pulsating 
activity she had great admiration. She 
followed him into exile on the Island of 
Elba; there was an affection which made 
Pauline respond vicariously to every 
change in-the career of her brother.

The story alone is absorbing, and well 
written. But as history it also is excel 
lent. All the Napoleonic scenes such aa 
the eighteenth Brumaire, the coronation 
and the battle of Austerlitz are described 
with great historical accuracy and detail. 

One advantage which the author enjoys 
is that his heroine is not an actual partici- 
pant except in family affairs. It ia not 
necessary therefore to distort the histori- 
cal truth to embellish the principal char- 
acter, 

The great personalities of the era are 
treated with a similar scrupulous observ- 
ance of truth. Metternich, Talleyrand, 
Fouche and Moreau are portrayed in a man- 
ner to which no historian would object.

With 
eastern Europe under the Red 
Army, with Germany divided, 
France paralyzed by internal dis- 
sent, with China in civil war, the 
situation igs ideal for extending 
the Boviet Empire to the point 
where she can stand alone against 
the rest of the world—Moscow’'s 
obvious alm, Iran has been ren- 
dere’ “friendly.”

This is the strike of the CIO's 


American Communications Association against Press Wireless, 


Ine. 


It In not so much the atrike 
Yiself that is significant but the 
fact that the union has declared 
za sympathy embargo on all press 
messages entering thia country 
from abroad, That means that 
press messages sent through the 
other communications companies 
are stopped at the water's edge. 


Communications Communists. 


That this should come in the 
middie of the Peace Conference 
is hardly an accident, The mem- 
bers of the union would seek to 
use their bargaining power at a 
atrategic moment, 


But consider the effect of an 
embargo applied to all communi- 
cations services just when we are 
most anxious to follow the ins 
and outs of an important inter- 
national meeting. Given the re- 
sourcefulness of American news- 
papermen, the news, or most of 
it, will probably get through. Con; 
ceivably, however, an all-inclusive 
communications union could ahut 
down our sources of information. 
Conceivably, too, this could influ- 
ence the course of world affairs at 
a critical moment. 

The American Communications 
Association is one of the CIO un- 
jons which are reported to have 
atrong Communist influence. Such 
a union, with its hold over com- 
munications at sea and on shore, 
would be a perfect Trojan horse 
for the kind of infiltration prac- 
ticed by the Communists. 
Freedom of the Press. “* 

The cry of freedom of the press 
has sometimes been used indisa- 
eriminately by publishers in the 
past. But this strike seems, in 
principle, a real threat to the 
right of Americans to know and 
to print. It is of a piece with the 
refusal of the International Typo- 
graphical Union to permit a news- 
paper to carry a want-ad asking 
for non-union printers, These are 
dangerous precedents. 


The national CIO takes the 
point of view that its member 
unions are autonomous and that, 
therefore, they are free to go 
their own way. Sooner or later,

- influence is bound to be raised in 


puch a way that the national or- 
ganization cannot look around it.

In Grand Rapids, Mich., three of- 
ficials have resigned, calling the 
union, “Communist dominated.” 
They are trying to take 2500 mem- 
bers of Local 415 into the AFL's 
Upholsterers International Union. 

Wholesale defections are re- 
ported from still another CIO un- 
ion. Under the leadership of 
Abram Fiaxer, the United Public 
Workera of America took an ag- 
Kressive pro-Soviet line. At the 
national convention of the union, 
a resolution was put through de- 
nouncing American “Interference” 
in the affairs of other nations. 
This was called “imperialism.” An 
effort to amend the resolution to 
make it cover aimilar interference 
by Russia was brushed aside. 

The United Public Workers, 
made up of federal, state and 
county employes, insisted on the 
right to strike against the Govern- 
ment, This caused such an uproar 
in Congress that riders were at- 
tached to appropriation bills for- 
bidding the use of any Govern- 
ment funds to pay the salaries of 
employes belonging to an organ- 
ization that stood on the 
strike, 


A Political Limb. 


This brought a quick shift in 
the union Mine. But it was not 
quick enough to prevent what is 
reported within the CIO to be a 
serious loss of membership. 

When union members find that 
they are being used for political 
ends that have no relation to 
wages and working conditions, 
they will rebel, The phrase “wages 
and working conditions” covers 
a lot of territory, It covers, for 
example, political action to com- 
bat inflation, 

But by no stretch fn the !m- 
agination can it be made to cover 
action to aid the foreign objectives 
of Soviet Russia, particularly 
when those objectives are con- 
trary to the Interests of this coun- 
try. That is a bit of common 
sense that CIO executives would 
do well to remember, 

The AFIL/s Commercial Tele 
graphers Union is certain to bene- 
fit if the ACA pushes its member- 
ship out on a long political limb, 
That is one advancement inherent 
in competing unionism. When the 
companies are narrowed down to 
one big company and the unions

WORK OF VETERANS’ 
GENTER IS PRAISED 


Fine Example of Co-ordina- 
tion to Aid Ex-G.I.s, U.S. 
Official Says. 


ee: 


The Veterans’ Service Center in 
Civil Courts Building is one of 
the best examples in the country 
of an agency which is successfully 
co-ordinating the work of federal, 
state, city and private agencies 
in aiding veterans, 

This was expressed yesterday by 
Robert K. Salyers, of Washington, 
assistant administrator of the Re- 
training and Re-employment Ad- 
minigiration, who spent the day 
observine activities of agency 
representatives at the center and 
conferring with William K. Moors, 
center director, 

He was accompanied by Ernest 
J, Thomas, newly appointed RRA 
field representative for the Ninth 
RRA Region, comprising Missour!l, 
Kansaa, Arkansas and Oklahoma. 
Counseling Pralsed, 

The visitors praised the empha- 
sis given here on counseling and 
direct service to veterans, rather 
than merely providing information 
and referring applicants to other 
agencies, When first organized the 
center's principal function was in 
telling veterans where to go for 
service — a policy which caused 
widespread criticiam, ° 
“We in RRA believe that coun- 
seling is one of the most valuable 
servicos veterans can receive,” 
Salyers declared, “Often a_ vet- 
eran on re-entering civilian life is 
confused about what kind of job 
to take—should he return to his 
prewar occupation, or should he 
take additional training in some 
skill in which the armed services 
gave him a start? 
“Counseling is a rather high- 
sounding term for a service which 
may consist simply of informing 
the veteran of ways and means of 
getting what he wants, of direct- 
ing his thinking along the right 
lines, and sometimes of being just 
a good Hatener,” 

Explains Agency's Job, 
The Retraining and Re-employ- 
ment Administration, headed by 
Marine Maj. Gen, Graves B. 
Erskine, has the principal func- 
tion of co-ordinating federal, state 
and local activities on matters 
pertaining to the reintegration in- 
to peacetime life of all persons 
whose lives were disrupted by the 
war, Salyers said. The agency has 
to do with both veteran and non- 
veteran problems, he pointed out. 
It issues weekly bulletins to 
community veteran agencies, like 
the service center here, informing 
them of developments at the na- 
tional level affecting veterans 
and disseminating general infor- 
mation of interest to centers, 
Moors cited the current matter 
of terminal leave pay as an ex- 
ample of RRA assistance, The 
RRA bulletin kept the center in- 
formed of progress of the legisla- 
tion and has provided interpreta- 
tions of the law and sample appli- 
cation forms to be used by vet- 
erans, 
Although present arrangements 
call for the forms to be dis- 
tributed to veterans only at post 
offices, the RRA is trying to ar- 
range for supplies to be issued to 
veterans’ centers, thus eliminating 
another “stop” which veterans 
must make in obtaining their un- 
used furlough pay,

Haushofer at Nuernberg was 
taken at the instance of Dr, Ed- 
mund A, Walsh, vice president of 
Georgetown University, Washing- 
ton, D. C, As consultant to the 
United States chief of counsel, 
Justice Robert H. Jackson, Father 
Walsh last October conducted a 
lengthy and detailed interrogation 
of Prof, Haushofer in the Nuern- 
berg prison, 

He recommended the release of 
the German savant because of his 
ndvanced age of 76 years and his 
precarious health following a 
atroke auffered last December, 

Cited Other Factors, 

Father Walsh also stressed the 
facts that Haushofer was impria- 
oned for a time at Dachau and 
that his son, Prof. Albrecht Haus- 
hofer, was murdered by the Ge- 
atapo for alleged complicity in the 
July 20, 1944 bomb plot against the 
Fuehrer’sa life.

Because the people there had 
leisure to think, to plan and to build new tools, In the temperate 
climates, the barbarians were so desperately fighting a rigorous 
environment in order to wrest a meager existence {dt them- 
selves, that their entire day was spent in work. They had little 
time to pause and think or invent, 

Housewives need to ait down with pad and pencil so that 
they oan critically survey theif homes with the aim of curtailing 
needless work on their part.

WHOLE dinner cooked in 
A one pot is a real boon to busy 
housewives on extra busy days, 
The combination of foods needs 
to be balanced for food value, 
flavor, color and texture, Any 


kind of heavy kettle is suitable: 


except one made of regular iron 
which gives an unpleasant dark 
color to green vegetables aa well 
as to potatoes, Aluminum, atain- 
less steel, enamelware or glass 
are ideal for such cooking jobs, 
It is important that the salt pork 
cook until very tender for it to 
do the best seasoning job and be 
moat pleasant to eat, All the 
vegetables should be cooked until 
just tender but no longer. The 
reason the okra in asilced directly 
into the kettle on top of the other 
vegetables and the mixture ia not 
stirred afterward is to prevent the 
okra from. developing sliminess, 
the characteristic to which most 
people object, This one little 
trick is worth following to the 
letter, 

Bean and Okra Pot Dinner, 

One fourth pound salt pork, 
three cups cold water, one and 
one-half pounds green beans, four 
amall onions, halved, three small 
potatoes, peeled and quartered; 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon sugar, dash of 
pepper, two green peppers, halved 
and seeded, one-fourth pound 
okra, 

Cut salt pork into four slices, 
put in kettle, add water and heat 
to boiling, Reduce heat, cover 
and simmer for one hour or until 
nearly tender, Add all the reat 
of ingredienta except okra, Sim- 
mer for 10 minutes, Mix gently 
with a wooden spoon and alice the 
washed okra directly into the ket- 
tle on top of reat of ingredients, 
Do not atir after okra is added, 
Cover, aimmer gently for 15 min- 
utes longer or until okra is ten- 
der.

Tough Time for Argentine Housewives 
Husbands' Wages Haven't Kept Pace With Bounding Prices of Necessities

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 16. 

RS, JUAN PUEBLO, the Mra, 

John Q, Citizen of the Argen- 

tine, is having a tough time 
of it today aa she battles to live 
within her husband's fixed in- 
come, The new regime of Gen. 
Juan Peron has raised the pay of 
workers in commerce and indus- 
try, but wages have by no means 
kept pace with the bounding 
prices of everything Mr. and Mra, 
Juan Pueblo need, 


Salaries of government workers 
were not included in the general 
Peron-inapired boost, and it is a 
common practice for federal 
white-collar workers to hold down 
two jobs in order to eke out a 
decent existence, 


Indeed, it is a common practice 
in Buenos Aires for moat white- 
collar men and women to hold 
down two jobs. Thia is possible 
since, by law, most such workers 
are limited to! a six-hour daily 
shift with overtime atrictly for- 
bidden, 


I have talked to a number of 
Argentine, English and American 
business men here who blink at 
this practice, An Englishman 
summed up the situation succinct- 
ly when he sald; 


“Fully half of my office workers 
hold down two jobs, I ignore the 
situation because, God knows, 
they cannot live in this inflated 
period on the 260 pesos ($65 Amer- 
ican) they earn with me, And, 
mind you, that is the maximum 


wage fixed by law for this type . 


of work.” 

To the man who earns $65 a 
month, sirloin steaks currently 
selling at 18 cents a pound, send- 
ing American tourists into deliri- 
ous dreams, merely send Juan 
Pueblo into nightmares, 

Senora Pueblo does not go to

well-heeled, 

I nhould have been briefed be- 
fore visiting thia market in order 
to lessen the shock of T-bone 
steaks at 15 centa a pound, mag- 
nificent standing rib roasts at 11 
cents a pound (30 cents a pound, 
rolled and boned); good round- 
ateak at seven cents a pound and 
elegant soup meat at the same 
price, 

At the exquisite sight of lamb 
chops selling for 20 cents a pound, 
calves’ liver for 21 cents, butter 
for 33 cents, choicest pot roast for 
18 cents and a whole leg of baby 
lamb for 50 cents or the half part 
of an American dollar, the Ameri- 
can visitor ia almost apt to bab- 
ble incoherently, 


Argentine tuna, small and de- 
liclous, sella for 26 cents a pound; 
aold for 18 cents, and one of this 
country’s choicest delicacies, a 
freshwater king fish, for 22 centa 
n pound, Cooked shrimp was 
selling for approximately 70 cents 
a pound, 


The vegetable stalls are almost 
aa beautiful as flower marketa, 
*#0 handsomely are they arranged, 
Great bunches of water cress are 
to be had for the asking, a mere 
two and a half centa a bunch. 

This is the dead of winter in the 
Argentine, so vegetables are ex- 
pensive now, with green peas at 
13 cents a pound; celery, eight 
cents a bunch; ecarrota, four centa 
a bunch and beets, five cents.

It will be observed that neither 
South nor Weat showed any great 
timidity in his bidding! Weeat, 
particularly, was stretching con- 
siderably when he showed his 
higher ranking spade suit at the 
four-level, 

The heart king was Weat's se- 
lection for the opening lead (The 
spade king would have been safer, 
and equally constructive) South 
ruffed, but he was not happy! At 
first glance there did not appear 
to be the slightest play for the 
contract, It was inconceivable 
that, on the bidding, the diamond 
sult could break 33, and there- 
fore there did not seem to be a 
chance to set up dummy’s fourth 
diamond for the vital spade dis 
card, 

Abandoning that chance as 
hopeless, declarer looked = for 
something else, and after careful 
analysis he saw a faint glimmer 
of hope. This was how he pro- 
ceeded to cash in on the only 
chance,” 

At the second trick he led a 
low club and put in dummy’'s 
nine! When it held he breathed a 
little easier—although he still had 
a lot of work to do, and luck to 
find, He returned the four hearts, 
and when FEaat followed suit with 
the ten, things were picking up! 
Mouth ruffed, then went back to 
dummy with a trump to the jack, 
and led the queen of hearts. 
East's play of the jack on this 
trick was precisely what South 
had been hoping for, and Instead 
of ruffing, he discarded a spade, 
kiadly giving Weat the trick. Now 
the heart nine was waiting in 
dummy for the eleventh trick, to 
be reached via the diamond king.
